This 
packing  has  to  he  done  quickly,  or  the  ice 
would  soften  somewhat  while  exposed  to  the 
air.  Great  cranes,  moved  by  steam,  lift  the 
enormous  hlcH*ks  of  ice  from  the  storehouse 
or  wharf,  swing  them  over  the  vessel,  and 
lower  them  into  the  hold,  wliere  the  men 
stow  them  away.  Steam  works  rapidly,  and 
tbe  labor  goes  on  day  and  night.  When  the 
hold  is  filled,  the  hatches  are  fasteneij^fown 
and  caulked,  and  the  precious  freight  i* 
safely  sjiut.  up  in  the  cold  and  darkness, 
and  thf  ship  starts  off  as  soon  as  possible 
on  1  erlong  voyage.  These  vessels  are  built 
for  fust  sailers  ;  but,  at  the  best,  it  takes  a 
very  longltime  to  reach  India.  During  part 
of  tbe  voyage  the  tropical  sun  pours 
its  heat  upon  the  decks;  but  when  the  ship 
gains  her  port,  and  the  hatches  are  opened 
and  the  work  of  unloading  commences,  the 
blocks  of  ice  taken  out  are  as  perfect  as 
when  they  were  put  in  ! 

The  unloading  once  begun,  it  is  carried  on 
without  intermission  until  the  hold  is  emp¬ 
tied,  tbe  workman  relieving  each  other  ; 
but  it  cannot  bo  done  quite  as  rapidly  as  the 
lotiding.  Some  of  the  sailors,  dressed  in 
their  warmest  winter  clothing,  are  down  in 
the  hold  (cutting  apart  the  blocks  which 
have  become  frozen  together,  placing  tbe 
ropes  around  them,  and  fastening  them  to 
the  cable  that  passes  over  the  pulley .  Ot  her 
aailors,  and  native  East  Indians,  are  ou  the 
deck,  where  it  is  so  hot  that  they  are  glad 
to  dress  very  lightly.  They  are  pulling  at 
the  ropes,  and  in  this  way  hauling  the  ice 
out  of  the  hold.
